Indianapolis, Ind., September 9.—

office a little more than two years ago, 
today was indicted by the Marion 
county grand jury on a charge of at- 
tempting to bribe Warren T. McCray, 
his predecessor, 

Another indictment was returned 
against John L. Duvall, mayor of In- 
dianapolis. It charged violation of the 
corrupt practices act. 

The Jackson indictment charged 
couspiracy to commit a felony, and 
attempt to bribe, and grew out of 
the alleged offer by Jackson of $10,- 
000 to MeCray if he would name 
James E. McDonald as Marion coun- 
ty prosecutor. The purported offer 
came at the time when Jackson was 
secretary of the state and McCray 
was under indictment on _ forgery 
charges. Immunity from conviction 
also was alleged to have been prom- 
ised MeCrays. 
| Klan Lawyer Named. 
| Rebert I. Marsh, Indianapolis, for- 
'merly a law partner of Governor 
Jackson and “cotmneel for the Marion 
‘county chapter of the Ku Klux Klan, 
also was named in thé same indict- 
ment, as was Georgg Coffin, republi- 
can county chairman. 

D. C. Stephenson, former grand 
dragon of the Indiana Ku Klux Klan, 
and now a life convict at the Michi- 
gan City, Ind., prison, conspired with 
Jackson, Coffin and Marsh in the ef- 
fort to bribe McCray, the indictment 
set forth. 

Stephenson testified before the grand 


jury several weeks ago after he had 
issued a statement from his prison 
eél] saying that, he had been “‘double- 
crossed” for the last time and was 
ready to tell “all.” 

The statute of limitations does not 
apply, the grand jury held, for the 
reason that the men concealed the 
facts concerning the purported bribe. 

All Under Bond. 


All indicted men were under bond 
tonight, having surrendere.. themselves 
to the sheriff within a few hours after 
they had been informed of the grand 
jury’ s action. 

“I want to be arrested.” Governor 
Jackson told sheriff Omer Hawkins, as 
he entered his office. A bond of %2.- 
500 was provided immediately. The 
governor, as well as the others, de- 
clined to make a statement. : 

McCray was tried in the country 
court but not convicted. He later

Before the last adjournment of the 
senate it was proposed, in the case of 
Smith, who was not only elected to 
succeed the late Senator McKinley, 
but appointed to his unexpired term 
when he died, to shut the door of the 
senate in his face.

The True State Rights Doctrine. 

The old theory of state sovereignty, 
that first appeared in the Virginia 
and Kentucky resolutions of 1792 and 
1798, and was afterwards crystallized 
into a peculiarly southern political 
creed by John C. Calhoun and his 
followers. was sunk in blood, “spurlos 
versankt,” by the surrender at Appo- 
mattox on. the 9th of April, 1865. 

Since then it has been accepted as 
stabilized American doctrine that the 
federal government is paramount 
within the delegations of power made 
to it in the constitution and all.other 
powers not therein allocated to the 
general government are reserved to 
the states, or to the people. 

Questions are constagtly arising in 
the legislation and administration of 
both the federal and state govern- 
ments as to - whether a particular 
power belongs to the one or the other, 
or is concurrent. ° 

It is claimed by many interpreters 
of the constitution that some of our 
executives and the congress have as- 
sumed, or usurped, pewers not enum- 
erated in the constitution, and under- 
taken functions that were never in- 
tended to he operated federally, and 
thereby have invaded the jurisdictions 
of the states and robbed them of 
rights which the states only should 
exercise and which are expressly re- 
served to them by the constitution.

The democrats in the senate were 
generally disposed to slam the door 
on Smith without hesitation or de- 
bate, but Senator Overman saw the 
future peril involved in such action. 

He argued to his .colleagues of both 
the party and the senate that it is 
without valid precedent or constitu- 
tional law to go arbitrarily behind 
the credentials of a senator, given to 
him by the lawful authorities of the 
state he is offering to represent, and 
that are regular and unimpeachable 
upon their face. 

To do that would be to impugn the 
constitutional right of a state to 
choose its senator and assume by 
the senate the imperious right: to 
dictate to a state when it should be 
represented, in whole or in part, in 
the senate, and by whom! | 

It can be seen readily that under 
such an interpretation of its power 
the senate could override the election 
of a senator in any state and a parti- 
san control in the senate could per- 
petuate that control by saying,, with- 
out appeal, who should and who 


should not represent any state in that 
body.

I myself left the hospital and en- 
‘tered upon private practice with some 
such foot notion about this then in- 
dispensable antiseptic. And I had my 
lesson. gave some corrosive sub- 
limate tablets to a patient to prepare 
a solution for bathing a wound, The 
patient went from my office to the 
nearest bar and asked for a glass of 
water—such a strange order that the 
bartender was curious to see what he 
wished to do with it. The man 
dropped a tablet in the water, making 
a beautiful blue liquid, and was actu- 

ally about to. drink the poison when 
the bartender stopped him. But 
plenty of real fatalities, horrible trag- 
edies, have occurred from just such 
mistakes as that. enough. it seems to 
me, to warrant rigid legal restrictions 
upon the sale or possession of this 
poison by the laity. Some people keep 
bichloride of mercury in the house. 
and now and again we read of dread- 
ful mistakes, such as mistaking such 
a deadly tablet for a headache tablet. 

Boric acid, as I now know, will ac- 
complish every good purpose that bi- 
chloride of mercury (corrosive subli- 
mate) can serve. and boric acid .s

even to do any injury with. 

Tincture of iodin (iodin is the right | 
way to spell it) is still a first-rate 
general] first-aid disinfectant for ap- 
plication to fresh wounds. True it 
smarts or even pains some at first. 
But it is fairly safe (it is not so easy 
to “énd it all” with tincture of iodin 
as some people seem to think), reason- 
ably cheap. and should be in every 
first-aid cabinet or medicine cupboard. 
Of late years a newer antiseptic, mer- 
curochrom?, has been introduced, and 
with some good doctors this poisonous 
dye has displaced jiodin. Likewise 
some first-aid cabinets now contain 
mercurochrome instead of iodin. The 
main advantage of mercurochrome 
over iodin as a general emergency 
disinfectant seems to be that it smarts 
or pains less when applied to a fresh 
wound, and this is a rea) advantage in 
the case of a large wound. though 
not for ordinary minor cuts and 
abrasions. The disadvantages of mer- 
curochrome, as I see the question, are. 
first,-its outrageous cost; second, the 
unpleasant pink color the dye imparts 
to everything it touches, and finally 
the poisonous character of any mer- 
cury compound. 

So I prefer the simple old tincture 
of iodin for first-aid treatment, and 
if any antiseptic is necessary in the

“Looking upon you then will be 
the members of French families from 
which went out 1,324,000 young 
Frenchmen to their death. The total 
war casualties of France, including 
the dead, were about 15 per cent of 
her population. If ours had been in 
the same proportion they would have 
amounted to nearly 17,000,000. To 
nearly every French family the war 
brought a tragedy.”

Editors might 
be bored, but they were never 
angry if I wrote about my fish, my 
child, or even my finger nails. But 
when something burns inside and that 
comes out, the situation’s very dif- 
ferent. Newspapers don’t like their 
men to get mad about things. But for 
truth there is no dead-line, 

“‘And so maybe in my heart I never 
was a newspaper man at all.”

Governor Gives Bond. 


About two hours after the grand 
jury reported, Governor Jackson sur- 
rendered to Sheriff Homer Hawkins 
at the latter’s office. He was re- 
leased on $2,500 bond. 

Mayor Duvall, Coffin and Marsh 
also submitted to arrest. They, too, 
were released on bond. 

The indictment against Governor 
Jackson said that Stephenson was 
associated with him and Marsh and 
Coffin. It said further, that these 
four men told McCray in offering him 
a bribe that they “had the backing of 
the Ku Klux Klan of Indiana and 
that they were influential in saic or- 
ganization.” 

Governor Jackson, Coffin and 
Marsh were accused specifically of at- 
tempting to conceal that in Decem- 
ber, 1923, MeCray, then governor, was 
offered $10,000 to allow Coffin and 
others to name the Marion county 
prosecutor. 


Climax Is Reached. 


Thus, the sensational charges of 
scandal in Indiana’s politics reached 
their climax. 


Stephenson, who had _ been sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for the 
murder of Madge Oberholtzer, often 
had said he. could reveal political 
scandal, It was believed he had turned 
against certain officials because he 
could not secure release from the state 
prison. 

On July 25, the Indianapolis Times, 
a Scripps-Howard newspaper, printed 
a story charging that while McCray 
was governor, Jackson, then secretary 
of state, had earried to him the offer 
of $10,000 and a promise of immu- 
nity from prosecution

Previously, the Times had printed 
a copy of a $2,500 check from Steph- 
enson apparently made to Jackson's 
order, bearing the notation it was 
part of a $10,000 contribution to 
Jackson’s campaign for nomination. 

Jackson admitted receiving the 
check, but explained it was for a 
valuable saddle horse and equipment 
which he had sold to Stephenson and 
charged the former klan leader with 
trying to “blackmail” his way out of 
prison. 


Regarding the other charge, Jack- 
son admitted urging McCray to ap- 
point James P. McDonald, Indian- 
apolis attorney, as prosecutor, but 
said he had made no $10,000 offer. 

The indictment against Jackson 
States the facts in the ca&e did not 
become known until published in the 
columns of the Times. 


Stephenson was_ responsible for 
the charges that set three county 
grand juries into motion. but to two 
newspaper editors — Thomas L. 
Adams, editor of the Vincennes Com- 
mercial, and Boyd Gurley, editor of 
the Times—is given the credit for 
keeping the inquiry alive. 

Stephenson Started Probe. 


Adams’ publication of a letter from 
Stephenson started the fireworks. The 
missive was smuggled ont of the 
state prison a year ago, and charged 
that Stephenson could tell an amazing 
story of official corruption if per- 
mitted to talk. 

Located a few days later in Cleve- 
land delivering a church sermon. 
Governor Jackson said he would not 
permit a newspaperman to interview 
Stephenson. 


Then followed three grand jury in- 
vestigations and Stephenson was com- 
pelled to appear as a witness. The 
first grand jury failed to return in- 
dictments.

trader in cotton is anxious to bide their 
time temporarily until they see the full 
effect of the government report throughout 
the cotton world. Everyone fully appreciates 
the fact that in Sepember hedge sales make 
their appearance and so far this month 
the weather has been 
vorable side and in addition to this we 
have the price of cotton around the high 
figures for the year, and it is quite nat- 
ural to expect -incrensed caution at this 
level and unquestionably there is a_ slight- 
ly less desire to buy than when cotton 
was below the 20 cent level. However, 
the trade are still faced with a_ short 
crop and the spinners of cotton are still 
low on their supplies with the consump- 
tio: of goods continuing at a favorable 
rate. 
Undoubtedly on these declines the spinner 
wilt readily take advantage of the price 
and pick up cotton in a moderate way in 
anticipation that he will be able to secure 
a still lower price on further declines, 
thus giving him a better average. How- 
ever. on the first signs of bad weather 
in the south, we feel that the south will 
buy cotton readily, but for the first time 
being we would advise buying cotton on 
good tips only.

New York, September 9.—After steel had 
performed sensationally by advancing to 157 
the market suffered a sharp decline on ‘an 
advance in call money rates to 4 per cent.

We are more 
or less inclined to agree. with the former 
nuthorities bunt nevertheless, for the time 
being the matket remains in rather a dn- 
bius position. and we are inclined to think 
there wll be sharper setbacks from time 
to time than we hare been having.

agreed to fund her war debt to the 
United States. 

“Instead of encouraging such loans, 
the government should object to any 
further loans to the debtor countries 
until their war loans to the United 
States have been funded,” he said. 
“Great Britain, Belgium, Ifaly and 
practically all of the European coun- 
tries have funded their debt agree- 
ments and they have been approved by 
congress and are now making pay- 
ments according to the terms. 

“France, and France alone, has re- 
fused to agree to a funding of her debt 
although the terms offered to France 
have been more favorable than to any 
other country except Italy, 

“In view of these circumstances the 
move to refund private loans by the 
international bankers of New York 
would come with bad grace if en- 
couraged by our treasury policy.
